Training Children in Skepticism. 

A story is told of a party of French infidels who 
were dining together, bat who, at the request of the 
host, reserved their skeptical discussions until the 
servants had retired, he saying their lives would 
not be safe if their servants should embrace their 
doctrines. While Christians are always glad to 
disseminate Christianity, it is certain that thought 
ful skeptics 8o not always wish to communicate 
their skepticism to the children and friends they 
best love. 

A notable instance of this is found in the expe- 
rience of the learned Barthold G. Niebubr #ho was 
born in Copenhagen, 1776, audited at Bonn, 1831, 
after enjoying many honors. His intellect,' he 
says, «early took a skeptical direction." HiB at- 
tainments as a critic and philologist were of the 
highest order. Speaking all the languages of Eu- 
rope, and being familiar with the Hebrew, Greek, 
Arabic, and Persian, his researches, lectures, and 
writings mark him as one of the ablest scholars of 
his time. 


A Blljle Over iltfo Years Old. 
There is in the posscion of the Potter family of 
Rhode Island a Bible, which is not only notable 
fur its antiquity, but. tor tho history connected with 
it. It. belonged to John Rogers, the martyr. During 
the persecutions, he bid it to keep it from falling 
into the hands of Gardiur and Bonner and their 
spies. After he was burned at the stake, more 
than three centuries and a quarter ago, the Bible 
fell into the hands of his eldest son, descendants 
of whom came to America in 1066, bringing the 
book with them. This was the family of James 
Rogers, who, in traveling through the New Eng- 
land wilderness, carried the Bible in his bosom 
and used it for a pillow. It was believed that it 
was an amulet that kept off the devil and tho In- 
dians. It descended through three generations of 
the Rogers, in this country to Judith Rogers who 
married Thomas Potter, of Hopkinton, R. I. in 
1753. The Bible had been in the possession 
of the Potters ever since. It is Matthew or 
Cranmer's Bible, and is not divided into verses. 
Its arrangement of chapters differs materially from 
that of the King James version. It was printed 
about the year 15a0.— Magazine or Westebs
